from the University of Texas 
Tower. He killed 13 more p er­ 
sons, counting an unborn baby , 
before p olice shot him to death. 
In addition to the 16 dead, 31 
p ersons were wounded in Whit­ 
m an’s day of carnage Monday . 
W hitman, 25, an architectural 
engineering student at the uni 
versity , held officers at bay for 
more than an hour and a half 
as he p oured rap id, accurate 
fire from the observation sec­ 
tion of the University Tower, 
tallest building in Texas’ cap i­ 
tal. 
After It was all over, officers 
found notes beside the bodies of 
his wife and mother exp laining 
something of what he intended 
—and that he wanted to save 
them from em barassm ent. 
The terror ended when two 
p olicemen and a university em­ 
p loy e crep t to a nlatform above 
the snip er’s p osition and gunned 
him down at close range. 
A Texas landm ark, the libra­ 
ry tower is a slender, four-sided 
shaft rising 307 feet above the 
center of the camp us. Its obser­ 
vation section, above the 26th 
floor, com mands a view of the 
entire city and the rolling hill 
bey ond.

Atom Smasher 


Competition 


Grows Sharp 


WASHINGTON CAP) — Com­ 
petition is sharpening far one of 
the great prizes of the century 
— a $375-million atom smasher 
— but the decision may not 
come until after the November 
election. 
At issue is which of six sites 
in six states will get the huge 
atomic particle accelerator, the 
costliest single scientific instal­ 
lation ever built. 
The atom smasher, designed 
to explore fundamental secrets 
of matter for peaceful purposes, 
would be shaped like a race 
track nearly a mile in diameter. 
The project's 2.000 employes 
and $60-million annual operating 
budget would bolster the econo 
my and scientific prestige of the 
winning area. 
Originally, 85 proposed sites 
were in the running but the Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences nar­ 
rowed the number to six. These 
six, now under consideration by 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
are: 
Ann 
Arbor, 
Mich.; 
Brook­ 
haven National Laboratory at 
Upton, 
N.Y.; 
Denver, 
Colo.; 
Madison, Wis.; Sierra foothills 
near Sacramento, 
Calif., 
and 
Weston, near Chicago. 
AEC Chairman Glenn T. Sca- 
borg says none of the six sites 
has been eliminated yet and 
that the decision will be made 
by the end of the year. 
Other sources speculated to­ 
day that, with the 
AEC 
en­ 
grossed in its annual budgetary 
problems — and with the politi­ 
cal pressures being what they 
are — the decision hardly is ex­ 
pectable until after the election.

substance,

which they readily share with 
those who touch them. The sap , 
too, is severely irritating to the 
skin. 
It is always a source of won­ 
der that some p eop le can touch, 
p ull and rub these p lants with­ 
out being bothered by their ir­ 
ritating ingredients. The secret 
seems to be that they are not 
allergi- to the p lant oils. 
Poison ivy, sumac and oak 
are therefore, allergic skin re­ 
sp onses sim ilar to contact der­ 
matitis caused by drugs, cos­ 
metics. clothing and detetgeils. 
It is fairly reliable that p eo­ 
p le who are generally “ sk.n al­ 
lergic” will react violently to 
contact with these p lants.

But this week the Treasury is 
offering notes p aying 5

cent and due in just under five 
years.

Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, 
about a week ago, the publica­ 
tion 
Litrami 
Noviny

lished a series of articles from 
the conservative French news­ 
paper Le Monde. 
These articles, dealing with 
Viet Nam, for the first time told 
readers of a Communist news­ 
paper rn a Communist country 
that the Viet Cong commit cruel 
atrocities against villagers of 
South Viet Nam. Up to now, 
Communist 
audiences 
h a v e 
been told only that atrocities 
were commited by Americans 
and their South Vietnamese al­ 
lies. 
The Czechoslovak paper — 
and a broadcast of the articles 
as well — carried Le Monde’s 
account of how the Viet Cong 
cause destruction and suffering i 
among the rural Viet Nam pop­ 
ulation, how they kidnap, mur­ 
der and torture village chiefs 
and local officials, how they 
commit 
“executions, 
repres­ 
sions and terror.” 
Le Monde’?* stories detailed 
grim episodes of Viet Cong ter­ 
ror and pointed out that “all the | 
people and not merely the col­ 
laborators, undergo steadily in­ 
creasing pressure.” It told of 
forced conscription of villagers 
for Viet Cong guerrilla service. 


including the drafting of boys 
14. It told of the oppressive tax­ 
es levied on villagers by the 
Viet Cong and collected at the 
points of machine guns. 
This must be shocking fare 
for an audience accustomed for 
years to only one side of the sto­ 
ry. The question arises: Why is 
the other side of the story now 
being presented? Surely no So­ 
viet audience has been given 
such information by any organ 
of the Soviet press. 
The answ’er may be that the 
Czechoslovak

gime may want justification for 
supporting a route to peace in

Romania has come forward

This stops short of agreeing 
with the U.S. stand that the 
Geneva Conference — which

— should be reconvened to seek 
peace. 
But it seems to come close to 
asking for such a convocation 
The Soviet Union, on the other 
hand, has rejected the appeals 
of both Britain and India to sup 
port reconvening the Geneva 
meeting.

(AP) — The traditional image 
of the American nurse—coolly 
professional approach tempered 
with the warmth that helps 
mend men’s souls — is standing 
up well to the tough test of the 
war in Viet Nam. 
Hundreds of women nurses 
are assigned to field hospitals, 
operating 
rooms 
and 
wards 
from Can Tho in the Mekong 
Delta to Pleiku in the highlands 
to Da Nang in the north. 
They treat American troops 
mostly, but it is not unusual for 
them to nurse a Vietnamse 
child or even a captured Viet 
Cong guerrilla. 


One of the largest staffs of 
nurses is at the 500-bed 93rd 
Evacuation Hospital at Long 
Binh, about 15 miles from Sai­ 
gon. There are 62 nurses, 51 of 
them women. 
The wards are filled with 
American wounded brought by 
helicopter 
directly 
from 
the 
fields of battle, and with men 
suffering from malaria and oth­ 
er tropical diseases. 
When the nurses arrived last 
October there was no hospital at 
Long Binh. There was nothing 
but two cement pads for the 
foundation of the first building. 
“We 
really 
started 
from 
scratch,” says Col. Anne Bauer 


of Monterey, 
Ind., chief nuse 
there. “But it was exciting and 
challenging. Few of the girls 
had ever been in on the building 
of a full scale hospital from the 
ground up ” 
The nurses lived in tents — 
“in the boondocks,” laughed one 
bright eyed lieutenant. “When it 
was hot we were covered with 
dust: when it rained wre were 
covered with mud ” 
Now in their quonset hut bar­ 
racks, a typical nurse has to 
herself a space about 10-by-10 
feet. It will hold a bed, a foot 
locker, and if she s lucky and 
can get it, a chair. 
The w’ork is hard and luxuries 


are rare. But there is little serk 
ous complaining. 
As one officer put it: “If these 
women were looking for luxu­ 
ries, they wouldn’t be here."

Brooklyn, N.Y., chief nurse of 
the U.S. Army in Viet Nam, 
points out that “most of these 
girls are volunteers. And whee 
their tour is up, many ask to 
stay longer.”

For Guardsmen, Reserves

Guard and Reserve recruits into 
basic training. 
Tile backlog of guardsmen 
and reservists waiting to under­ 
go active duty 
grounding 
in 
their military specialties has 
ballooned by nearly 100,000 men 
in the past year- 
This is because the Army’s 
training centers are jammed 
with regular rookies. 
Meanwhile, the Guard and 
Reserve recruits are being giv­ 
en stopgap training at home 
armories and in summer field 
drills. 
Although the Army refers to 
this as “a substantial amount of 
training," sources said in many 
instances it amounts to 
little 
more than close-order drill 
The men affected by this sit­ 
uation are youths who have 
signed up under what is called 
the 
Reserve 
enlistment 
pro­ 
gram. A man joining this pro­ 
gram is given from four to IO 
months active duty training and 
then serves the balance of his 
six-year obligation with a spe­ 
cific Reserve or Guard unit. 
The backlog was caused by 
the big buildup in regular forces 
ordered in mid-1965 by Presi­ 
dent Johnson because of 
Viet Nam war.
